An audience of more than 500 peo­ 
ple was present at Central Christian 
church last night 
to hear Lincoln 
Steffens lecture 
on 
“ The Russian 
Revolution and Its Meaning to 
the 
United States.’’ 
Mr. Steffens reach­ 
ed Jacksonville 
Thursday morning 
and for several hours was the guest 
of F. H. Bode and other friends. At 
noon he was entertained at the Wo­ 
man’s College and gave the young 
women of the college a brief but in­ 
teresting word 
picture 
of Russian 
affairs. 
Prior to the address in the audi­ 
torium of the church last night sup­ 
per was served to a company of IOO 
people. 
The invocation was by Dr. 
Joseph R. Harker and following the 
serving of an excellent menu by the 
pastoral helpers, Rev. M. L. Pontius 
introduced Mr. Steffens, who spoke 
informally for ten or fifteen minutes. 
All of his public utterances while in 
Jacksonville had relation to his study 
and observations in Russia. 
He but 
recently returned from Petrograd aft­ 
er a stay of several months. 
Absolute Democracy. 
At the close of the lecture an op­ 
portunity was given for questions and 
a general discussion of Russian ques­ 
tions resulted. 
When someone in the 
audience asked about the equipment 
of the Russian army— how* the forces 
compare with those of Germany—Mr. 
Steffens replied that he was not a 
war correspondent and that he had 
no accurate knowledge of the equip­ 
ment of the armies. 
By this answer 
and in statements made at intervals 
thruout his address the speaker made 
it clear that he had devoted his time 
in Russia to observance of the peo­ 
ple and a 
study 
of economic pro­ 
blems. 
Mr. Steffens impressed upon 
his audience that the Russian people 
have taken their new rights very lit-- 
orally. 
They want not only liberty 
bu‘ an absolute 
democracy 
which 
recognizes the communa! interests of 
all. 
it is his observance that Ameri­ 
cans are cordially received if they 
come with the attitude that they wish 
1 to advise and also to learn and do 


j not come in the 
spirit 
of having 
j solved all of the problems of self­ 
government perfectly, 
i Cossacks Bpcome Friends of People. 
Mr. Steffens 
traced briefly the 


I growth of the revolution and recount­ 
ed some of the events of the seven 
i days of terror. 
“The first street dis-

when 
the people 
formed in bread lines and /ere jost- 
! led by the police for the very purpose 
of creating an uproar.” 
(Here the 


I speaker mentioned that he had seen 


j the same thing 
done by police in 
American cities in connection 
with 
strikes.) 
“The people 
formed 
in 
these immense 
lines 
because they 
were hungry and because in no other 
way could they get bread. Spectators 
were added to the throng and then 


I when the disturbances came the po­ 
lice would act. 
In a few days’ time 
| the crowd in the streets had grown 


I until it was a fact that practically 
all the people were 
in the streets. 
Then the government called out the 
, troops to disperse the people. 
The 
• mounted Cossacks came. 
They rode 
out into the crowd but instead 
of 
trampling and killing they treated 
the people considerately. 
Soon it ap­ 
peared that the Cossacks were upon 
the side of the people. 
They joined 
in the pursuit of the police and from 
that moment the revolution was on. 
The police wore driven to the tops 
of buildings aud there it developed 
that machine guns had been placed 
by the police iii preparation for just 
such an event. 


D<mm1s of Violence Few 


“The people, 
finding themselves 
with power, took 
it very literally. 
They killed some officers, discharged 
a larger number and raised a still 
larger number to higher positions. 
Kerensky became the man of tho 
hour. 
He said ‘Shall we kill the 
czar and the army officers? No. That 
would be doing what the government 
did. 
We 
must do none of those 
things that the government has done 
to you.’ 
That sentiment has become 
a sort of slogan and the people gen­ 
erally want none of the deeds of vio­ 
lence which have marked tho history 
of the government. 
It was very re- | 
markable that 
when 
those great \ 
herds of trampling people captured ! 
the police who had murdered their j 
comrades they did not kill them but | 
took them before the duma or a com­ 
mittee of tho duma in an orderly 
way and had them triod. 
At first 
there was thought of a limited mon­ 
archy, 
They 
intended to ask the 
czar to abdicate and to have Grand 
Duke Nicholas serve as tho hoad of 
the government. Then in a compara­ 
tively few days there came the reali­ 
zation that the people really wanted 
a democracy. 
The 
soldiers’ 
and 
workmen’s council was formed and 
all power Is really vested in that or­ 
ganization. 
Wrong Acts Result of System, 
“ I talked with many members of 
the duma and they are seeking a pure 
and economic democracy- They deem 
it unjust to punish a man for graft 
or misdemeanor 
In office now' be­ 
cause they believe that that man is a 
victim of circumstances — that the 
system must lie corrected lf tho do- 
) sired results are attained. 
They be­ 
lieve In division of land and that 
man should 
not 
obtain 
by mere 
possession the social value that Is 
added to the natural value of land 
because of th * demand which comes 
for it thru passing years. 
So they 
are dividing the land, peasant and 
landlord. They have not yet hit up­ 
on a division which they consider 
will be thoroly equitable thru the 
years, and so their present arrange­ 
ment is simply for one year with the 
understanding that ut the end of that 
period plans for land division will 
again be considered 
“The Russians 
believe

They may disagree 


J thoroly with the agents of the Ger- 
| man government 
who 
are 
busy 
j spreading German propaganda. They 
may recognize that these men are 
; the enemies of a democratic form of 
government, yet they insist that, these

One fact which 
has done much to disintegrate the 
1 Russian fighting forces is that 
the 


J word has gone out to a million men 


J that the reason peace cannot be had 
in the present war because of some 
secret treaties among the allies pro­ 
viding for certain 
allotments after 
the war. 
Want lasting Peace 
“ During all my stay I never heard 
of a separate peace for Russia. They 
know' that there is no peace except 
world peace. 
They want permanent 
peace. 
They read history and they 
are against a next war. 
They realize 
that only public opinion— only the 
people in every land— can 
prevent, 
such a wmr 
from 
occurring. 
The ; 
Russian people will ask that at the 
close of this war when any man goes 
to establish a business 
in 
another 
country that he pass under the laws 
of that country and so he will 
be 
prevented from bringing on interna­ 
tional complications by demanding 
protection from the government of 


his native land. 
Russia believes that j 
in this way each nation will do the I 
worK, commercially speaking, which j 
it is hest equipped to do, and so in 
the passage of time each nation will 
become so dependent upon the other 
nations that a great war will never 
again he possible. 
“ When we send to Russia it must.;1 
be with the thought of helping and I 
also of being helped.
